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INJUNCTION AGAINST UNIONS _ 


SIGNED BY JUDGE J. H. LUMPKIN 


Order Commands Strikers “To 
Desist ftom Seeking To 
Use Force,” 


APPLICATION FOR ORDER 
MADE BY FOOTE & DAVIES 


Two Local Unions Are Commanded 
To Desist from Driving Off Cus- 
tomers or Persons Desir- 
ing To Have Printing 
Done by Company. 


Foote & Davies have secured an in- 
junction against the unions engaged in 
the strike now on in the job printing of- 
ces of Atlanta. 

Judge Lumpkin at 8 o’clock last night 
read a petition presented by Attorney Pe- 
ter F. Smith, of the firm of Smith & 
Wright, on behalf of Foote & Davies, and 
signed a temporary restraining order di- 
rected to the Atlanta Typographical Un- 
fon and the Electrotypers and Stereo- 
typers’ Union. 

The order commands these organiza- 
tions to— 

Desist from seeking to force or com- 
pel the employees of the Foote & Davies 
Company from quitting work. 

Desist from using force, threats, abuse 
or coercion for this purpose. 

Desist from driving off the customers 
or of persons desiring to have printing 
cr other like work done by the Foote & 


‘Davies Company. 


Desist from using threats or menaces 
of ruin or injury of such persons or their 
business or property for this pupose. 

Charges Against the Union. 

In the petition filed by the Foote & 
Davies Company a number of charges 
are made against the union. It is al- 
leged that each of the unions concerned 
have entered into a combination in 
restraint of trade. It is alleged that they 
have conspired to ruin the business of 
Foote & WVavies. 

The fight which occurred near the Foote 
& Davies place of pu ae days 
‘ago is also mentioned in the petition and 
it is charged that this was the result of 
a conspiracy. ; | 

Another charge made in the petition is 
that unlawful means have been employed 
to Keep men from going to work at the 
Foote &. Davies office, among the 
means adopted, it is alleged, being brib- 
ery. | 

The petition was prepared yesterday, 
soon after the arrival of President James 
M. Lynch, of the International Typo- 
Kraphical unfon, and was submitted to 
Judge Lumpkin early last night. He 
Signed the restraining order and the docu- 
ment was placed in the safe in Foote & 
Davies’ office for the night. It will be 
served the firet thing this morning. 

Judge Lumpkin set the preliminary 
hearing for April ll, at 9 o’clock in the 
morning. 

Contents of Petition. 

The petition is a voluminous document, 
containing many pages of closely type- 
written matter. The following is a synop- 
sis of it: 

The first few paragraphs set out the 
fact that the Foote & Davies Company is 
a corporation engaged in the business of 
printing, bookbinding, stereotyping and 
engraving, and that in these lines of 
work some 170 men are given employ- 
ment. 

The Atlanta Typographical union is 
then named as an organization of print- 
ers, with R. O. Ross, president; W. 8 
Wardlaw, vice president; Charles J. Loch- 
ridge, sécretary and treasurer; Dan W. 
Green, arbitrator, and C. C. Houston, dis- 
trict organizer. 

“While the pretended and ostensible cb- 
ject of this association or partnership,”’ 
says the petition; ‘‘is mutual assistance 
and.protection to ‘ts members, the real 
object is. to prevent any typesetter or 
printer, not a member of the union, from 
securing work or employment in any of 
the printing offices of Atlanta or else- 
where; to prevent any person or corpora- 
tion engaged In the business of publish- 
ers, bookbinders or printers, from employ- 
ing any person or persons as printers or 
typesetters. who are not members of the 
union, and to arbitrarily fix and maintain 
a scale of wages for the labor of printers 
and» typesetters, which shall | entirely 
crush out all competition in that field 
of labor. 

“Said union or association is, in fact, 
a combination, monopoly or trust, which 
is in restraint of trade, and is an unlawful 
combination or conspiracy to prevent the 
rights and liberties of typesetters and 
printers, other than its members, from 
obtaining employment, and emploving 
printers from using the labor of others 
than its members.”’ 

It is then stated that the stereotypers 
and electrotypers’ union is another la- 
bor organization, with W. B. Stewart 
az president, 

“The object and purpose of this union 
or association is exactly the same’ in 
that line of business,”” says the peti- 
tion, “as has been set out in regard to the 
typographical unfon.”’ 

- Non-Union Man Employed. 

The names of a large number of print- 
ers and stereotypers are inserted in the 
petition and designated as defendants. 
The petition then continues: 

“On Tuesday, March 17, 190, for the 
eole reason that the petitioner had em- 
ployed one printer, who was not a mem- 
her of the Atlanta Typographical union 
or any other like union, the persons be- 
‘ore named and the said unions, by a 
resolution or order, regularly passed, re- 
quired, forced and compelled all of the 
petitioners’ printers, electrotypers and 
stereotypers, numbering thirty-nine, to 
quit their jobs and refuse to work fur- 
ther for the petitioner unless the said 
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UNION WILL ASK 
FOR ARBITRATION 


This Course Agreed at Con- 
ference of Leaders Last Night 


International Preesident Lynch Ar- 
rives and Announces His - In- 
tention To Remain in the 
City Until the Strike 
Is Settled. 


The striking printers will today make 
an effort to have the differences between 
themselves and the employing printers 
settled by arbitration. 

This course was decided on last night at 
a conference between National President 
Lynch, District Organizer C. C. Houston, 
and other officers of the unions involved 
in the strike. The formal proposition will 
be presented to the employing printers 
today, and if it is accepted, arbitrators 
will be selected and an end to the troubue 
will then probably be delayed only a 
short time, 

In .reference to this matter, Mr. Hous- 
ton said last night: 

“We shall submit the proposition to- 
morrow, but I doubt very much if it will 
he accepted or considered by the employ- 
ing printers. But if it is not accepted, 
we will simply put it to them harder 
than ever.”’ 

On account of the conference last night 
with President Lynch, the meeting of the 
Atlanta Typographical Union, which was 
called for last night, was postponed until 
Sunday. 

President James M. Lynch, of the In- 
ternational Typographical Union, reached 
Atlanta yesterday morfting and went into 
conference at once with C. C. Houston, 
representative for Georgia of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union. President 
Lynch announced his intention to remain 
in Atlanta until the close of the strike. 


RACE TROUBLE.

ON COASTLINE: 


White Men Beat Negro--Five 
Hundred Other Negroes 
Quit Work. 


Wilmington, N. C., April 2.—(Special.)— 
Because a negro cursed one of the work- 
men in the Atlantic Coast Line shops 
here, over two hundred fellow workmen 
almost mobbed him today, at the noon 
hour, when all the men knocked off for 
dinner. The negro, whose name is Frank 
Sanders, was badly pounded by the in-: 
dignant white men for a few minutes, 
and his cries for help and mercy were 
pathetic. He was badly beaten, but No 
very serious injury resulted. 

Sanders, with 500 other negroes, is em- 
ployed about the shops to do heavy work. 
As a result of the trouble today the en- 
tire force of negroes walked out and re- 
fused to work this afternoon, Just what 
the outcome will be is not known, but 
the Coast Line management started an 
investigation this evening and will probe 
the matter to the bottom. 

It is rumored that trouble between the 
two races has been brewing for some 
time and the negro’s insolence this morn- 
ing was only the spark that set it off. 
Several hundred white men are employed 
in the shops here and they stand about 
as a unit on the question. 

It is believed the trouble will be prought 
to an amicable settlement and that the 
half hundred negroes will return o 
work without a recurrence of any out- 


break.

TAKE SUFFRAGE. 
FROM THE NECRO 


That Would Settle Race Prob- 
lem, Says Wise, 


om 


Virginian Tells Boston Gathering 
That There Wil! Be Trouble So 
Long as Federal Govern- 
ment Recognizes Ne- 


groes as Voters. 


New York, April 2.—At the regular 
monthly dinner of the Baptist Social 
Union, held at the Manhattan hotel to-. 
night, John 8. Wise, former congress- 
man from Virginia, spoke on the negro 
question. The attitude of the nation, he 
said, toward the question has all along 
been that of indolence. No white man, 
he asserted, would subscribe to a policy 
that meant ultimately a blight upon the 
race to which he belonged. 

“It ds idle today,’ he said, ‘‘to try to 
enforce laws permitting the negro fran- 
chise. You cannot find a white man, no 
matter where he lives or what circum- 
stancés you go to him, who will sub- 
scribe to a policy tnat means eventually 
a possible negro domination. 

“There is only one solution to the negro 
question. The nation must recede from 
the position taken by it on the matter 
of negro suffrage. The nation must re- 
mit to the state control of the suffrage. 
This may be a great concession, but it 
is a concession of sound common sense. 

“By reducing the question of suffrage 

to a sensible basis you will touch the 
tender spot of dhe southerner. I am one 
myself, and I know it. will reach my 
heart. 
’ *“¥ou soon must tell the negro that he 
cannot-have all that he expects; you will 
have to tell him this at the cost of a race 
war among ourselves,”’ 


BABOON-FACED. 
STAGE IRISHMAN 


He'll: Be. Boycotted ‘by the 
Ancient Order of Hi- 
bernians,. 


Syracuse, N. Y., April 2—James E. 
Dolan. national president of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, has issued the fol- 
lowing Official statement: 

“The Ancient Order of Hibernians does 
not recommend or countenance any vio- 
lence in doing away with the baboon- 
faced stage Irishman, but we are deter- 
mined to wipe out the flagrant insult 
to our people. 

“We recommend that our members 
withhold the patronage of themselves 
and their families from theaters and 
amusement halls where the outrageous 
and insulting attractions are permitted 
to be produced. We do not object to 
Irish wit, but in view of all we -have 
contributed toward the advancement and 
development of this great union we ask 
all sincere citizens to join with us in 
Stopping these insults to our race, and 
we condemn such ridiculous caricaturing, 
no matter of what people or nationality.” 


GOODMAN IS SLAIN BY HALL 


Whitehouse, Ky., April 2—As a re- 
sult of a feud between two families here, 
Martin Goodman was shot and instantly 
killed by Thomas Hall, reading near here. 
Both men were farmers. Hall fled after 
the shooting, but was captured later 
and immediately taken to the county jail. 
Every precaution is being taken by the 
authorities to prevent mob violence, as 
indignation is intense.

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FINE PERSOKS LE 
ID SORES WOUNDED 


Monterey, Mexico, Agril 2.—Dyring the 
celebration here today @f the victory, of 
General Diaz's republicaim troops over the 
French at Puebla on 2, 1867, after 
the disbanding of th d parade on 
the Zaragosa Plaza mob of about 
15,000 citizens, who are partisans of Fran- 
cisco Reyes, who is one of the opposing 
candidates of General Bernardo Reyes, 
late minister of war in President Dias's 
cabinet, marched in a body to the resi- 
dence of Governor Reyes and began to 
heap abuse upon the governor, greeting 
him with a shower of stones and yells 
of “Death to Reyés,”’ and other cries. ° 

Large Mobs Formed. 

The celebration of Diaz's victory be- 
gan at 6 a. m. wh@h the national flag 
had been: unfurled above the public 
bulldings and the various military bands 
gathered on the Zaragosa Plaza, on 
which is situated the residence of Gover- 
nor Reyes, and marched. through . the 
streets, playing,. to their respective bar- 
racks. "unt ‘ 

At 10 a. m. there was a band concert 
on the Zaragosa Plaga and just after 
the termination of the concert, diMcpities 


of those who faver*Franeisco Reyes for 
governor. This.mob marched in a body 
to Governor Reyes’ residence and began 
to abuse him. 

The governor in the meantime called 
upon the police by "phone for protec- 
tion and a squad immediately responded 


+and began the work of dispersing the 


mob. A pitched battle ensued in which 
stones, sticks and pistols played a prom- 
inent part. A Jarge number of shots 
were exchanged between the police and 
the riotous mob, and when the mob had 
been dispersed it was found that two 
policemen and two citizens had been 
killed and a large number of persons 
more or less seriously .wounded. 

It is impossible to learn the names of 
those killed, but it is authoritatively 
learned that the number is as above 
stated. It is also impossible to estimate 
the number or obtain the names of those 
who were wounded, as the mob managed 
to make off with their wounded com- 
rades, 


May Be More Trouble. 
Late in the day quiet had been restored 
throughout the city, although there fs an 
undercurrent of ill feeling toward Gov- 
ernor Reyes which may yet assert itself 
and trouble is not unlikely to break out 
afresh at any moment. 

Ever since the retirement of Governor 

Reyes ffom the cabinet of President 
Diaz, where he filled the portfolio of min- 
ister of war, and since his resumption of 
the duties of governor of Nuevo Leon, he 
has not enjoyed his former popularity 
and there have been many circulars 
posted throughout the city favoring the 
candidacy of Francisco Reyes for gov- 
ernor. Although Francisco bears the 
same name as the governor, there is no 
family .- connection whatever between 
them. 
The liberty which has prevailed during 
the present campaign of the various 
candidates for governor of the state of 
Neuvo Leon is something out of the ¢r- 
dinary and for some unknown reason 
President Diaz has pursued the policy of 
“*hands off.”’ and has left the candidates 
j to work out their own salvation. The va- 
rious factions have been heading open 
air meetings where orators have de- 
nounced each other and the newspapers 
have published scandalous attacks and 
have dealt in and directed personal and 
outrageous insults at men active in the 
contest. 

It is not expected tonight that any 
further disturbance, such as todays, will 
result, which is directly to be attributed 
to the making of political capital out’ of 
the celebration of the v:ctory of Diaz. 

Celebration at Mexico City. 

Mexico City, April 2.—Today the victory 
of General Diaz’s troops over the French 
at Puebla was celebrated by an immense 
parade, whicu formel on the Pazo de 
Lareforma, the most fashionable thor- 
oughfare of the city, and marched to the 
national palace, where the parade was 
reviewed by the president. a 

The day was observed generally 
throughout the republic by music on the 
plazas and at Oaxaca a grand sham bat- 
tle was given between the federal troops 
and the state militia. 

Late tonight it is authoritatively stated 
,that 5 persons lost their lives in today’s 
rioting and that the wounded number 56.

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MONROEISM IS DISCUSSED 
BY PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


* 


HICAGO, April .2—The president, 
speaking of the Monroe doctrine, 
said: 

Today I wish to speak to you, not 
merely ‘about the Monroe doctrine, but 
about our entire position in the western 
hemisphere—a position so pecutiar and 
predominant that out of it has grown the 
acceptance of the Monroe doctrine as @ 
¢ardinal feature of our foreign policy. 


Qur nation has insisted that because of its} 


primacy in strength among fhe nations of 
the western hemisphere it has certain 
duties and responsibilities which oblige 
it to take a leading part thereon. We 
hold that our interests in this hemis- | 
phere are greater than those of any Euro- 
pean power possibly can be, and that our 
duty to ourselves and to the weaker re- 
publics who are our neighbors requires 
us to see that none of the great military 
powers from across the seas shall en- 
croach upon the territory of the Ameéri- 
can republics or acquire control there- 
over. 


The Panama Canal. 

This policy, therefore, not only forbids 
us to acquiesce in such territorial acqul- 
sition, but also causes us to object to the 
scquirement of a control which would in 
its effect be equal to territorial aggran- 
dizement. This is why the United. States 
has steadily belleved that the construc- | 
tion of the great? Isthmian canal, the 
building of which is to stai@ as the’ 
greatest material feat of the twentieti:’ 


century—greater. than any similar feat’! 


in any preceding cehtury—should be’ done 
by no foreign nation but by ourselves. 
The canal must of necessity go through 
the territory of one of our smaller sister 
republics. We have been scrupulously 
careful to abstain from perpetrating any 
wrong upon any of these republics in this 
matter. We do not wish to interfere with 
their rights in the least; but, while care- 
fully safeguarding them, to build the 
canal ourselves under provisions which 
will enable us, if necessary, to police and 
protect it, and to guarantee its neutral- 
ity, we being the sole guarantor. Our 
intention was steadfast; we desired action 
taken so that the canal could always De 
used by us'in time of peace and war 
alike, and in time of war could never be 
used to our detriment by any nation 
which was hostile to us. 


Objects Fulfilled. 

After considerably more than half of a 
century these objects; have been exactly 
fulfilled by the legislation and treaties of 
the last two years. Two. years ago we 
were no further advanced toward the 
construction of the Isthmian canal on our 
terms than we had been during the pre- 
ceding eighty years. By the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty, ratified in December, 1901, 
an old treaty with Great Britain which' 
had been held to stand In the way, was 
abrogated and it was agreed that the 
canal should be construeted under the 
auspices of the government of the United 
States, and that this government should 
tave the exclusive right to regulate and 
manage it, becoming the sole guarantor 
of its neutrality. 

It was expressly stipulated, further- 
more, that this guaranty of neutrality 
should not prevent the United States 
from taking any measures which it found 
necessary in order to secure by its own 
forces the defense of the United States 
and the maintenance of public order. 

The Venezuelan Trouble. 

About the same time trouble arose in 
connection with the republic of Venez- 
uela because of certain wrongs alleged 
to ave been committed, and debts over- 
due by this republic to citizens of vari- 
ous powers, notably England, Germany 
and Italy. fter failure to reach an 
agreement these powers began a bilock- 
ade of the Veneguelan coast and a con- 
ditioa of quasi wer ensued. The concern 
of our government was of course not to 
interfere needlessly in any quarrel so 
far as it did not touch our interests or 
our honor, and not to take the attitude 
of protecting from coercion any power 
unless we were willing to espouse the 
quarrel of that power, but to keep an 
attitude ef watchful vigilance and see 
that there was no infringement of the 
Monroe doctrine—no acquirement of ter- 
ritorial rights by a European power at 
the expense of a weak sister republic— 
whether this acquisition might take the 
Shape of an outright and avowed seizure 
of territory cr Sf the exercise of contro: 
which would In effect be equivalent to 
such selZure.

Six Thousand Persons Hear the Ad- 
dress of the President and Loud- 
ly Cheer Tt—Chicago Uni- 
versity Honors Pres- 
ident. 


Chicago, April 2—Six thousand people 
in a hall, the seating capacity of which 
ies only 5,000, tonight gave enthusiastic 
greeting to President Roosevelt when 
he stepped upon the stage of the au- 
ditorilum. Many of those present stood 
without the doors and were vnable to 
hear the president's speech on account 
of the tumult. All that came to those 
in the far nooks was the roar of ap- 
plause and with such loyal lungs did they 


accept thelr cue that several times they 
were giving vent to cheers when those 


on the inside had died away, and the 
president had resumed his address.

Degree Is Given President. 

President Roosevelt's sixty-six day tour 
of the west began in earnest here today;

tion committee, not to mention a huge 
crowd which made its unofficial presence 
known by cheers which could be heard 
across the river. 

As soon as the cars could be switched 
the presidential party started for Ewvans- 
ton, where the president addressed the 
students of Northwestern university on 
the valué of a college education. The 
perty returned to the Auditorium for 
lunchéon. After luncheon the presiden- 
tial party went to the University of Chi- 
cago in carriages.

The president spoke no 
word. but bowed in acknowledgment of 
the honor conferred. As the 
emerged from the theater the university 
band played national airs and deafening 
college yells greeted the president. 

At the head of a convocation procession, 
in which the young women of the col- 
lege participated, the president made his 
way to the site of the new law school 
building. where preparations had been 
made for bim to lay the corner stone. 

An immense stone. weighing 7 tons, 
was ready to be lowered in place.

The banguet proper was announced as the gathering of democrats with- 
out regard.to differences of opinion as to party policy, but in the afternoon 
a meeting of Kansas City platform adherents was held, at which an organi- 
zation was formed and a central com mittee créated to work to place in the 
next state platform the principles of the Kansas City’ platform. 

Mr. Bryan attended ‘the meeting and indorsed the movement. ‘“‘The democ- 
racy of America does. not want ‘harmony,’ he told those present. “It wants 


the triumph of democratic principles.” 
Bryan on Harmony. 

Responding ‘td the toast’ “Democracy,” 
Mr. Bryan spoke in part as folloys: 

“Harmony;. Mike “‘happingss;* ig. hot se- 
cured by seeking for it; it comes as the 
reward of right doing. The mere men- 
tion of harmony suggests differences that 
need reconciliation, and the vociferous 
talk about harmony “among ‘those ‘who 
disturbed if, le%t the party and lent 
their influence to the enemy, naturally’ 
recalls the issues that created the dis- 
turbance and naturally suggésts the in- 
quiry whether the prodigals have re- 
pented or demand repentance of the 
party. 

“The difffrence which existed on the 
money queStion stlll exists, for while the 
republicans are boasting that the money 
question is settled, money is tight in the 
great financial centers, and the  finan- 
ciers of this ¢ountry are resorting to ex- 
tracrdinary methods to get enough 
money into circulation to carry on: bus- 
iness.

Paris, April 2—The French foreign of- 


fice has been officially advised that the

of troops to the scene of the recent out- 
breaks of Albanians. Official advices 
also confirm the reports of the wounding 
Mitrovitza. 
The attacking party at Mitrovitza num- 
bered 2,000 men, representing the element 
opposing the plan of reforms which tha 
powers jointly formulated and which 
Turkey accepted. The officials here con- 
sider that Albanian opposition to the 
reforms creates a serious complication 
and they accept the eultan’s action, de- 
spatching large reinforcements to Alba- 
nia, as evidence of the Turkish govern- 
ment’s determination to carry out the | 
reform project. 

Another official dispatch announces | 
that Rusela has given Bulgaria a defi- 
nite and emphatic notification that in 
oase the resistance of the Bulgarian set- 
tlers in Turkey to the sultan’s refcrms 
brings on a Turkish-Bulgarian conflict, 
Bulgaria must not count on any support, 
moral or material, from Russia. 

Attack on Russian Consul. 

Constantinople, April 2.—Details of the 
attack on M. Steherbina, the Russian 
consul at Mitrovitza, show that it was 
made by an Albanian soldier, one of 
whose relatives had been killed in the 
fighting at Mitrovitza. The consul, who 
was accompanied by a Turkish escort, 
was on his way to inspect the batteries, 
the Atbanians 
who attacked Mitrovitza, when a sentry 
at the powder magazine deliberately 
shot M. Stcherbina in the back, inflict- 
ing a serious wound. The sentry aiso 
fired at the consular military courier, 
but missed him. The soldiers of the 
guard shot the sentinel, inflicting mortal 
wounds.

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Terrell Proposes Solution of 
County Labor Question, 


To Introduce Resolution That All 
City Offenders Be Sentenced To 
Terms in the City Stockade 
Instead of County 
Chaingang. 


Councilman W. H. Terrell, of the city 
street improvement committee, is dissat- 
isfied with the action of the board of 
county commissioners on the proposition 
of cooperating with the city in the im- 
provement of thoroughfares inside the 
city limits, and he yesterday announced 
his intention of endeavoring to attain the 
desired end by means of a charter amend- 
ment. 

The councilman proposes to introduce 
a resolution during the next meeting of 
the city council providing for an amend- 
ment to the city charter, requiring that 
all prisoners convicted in the city crim- 
inal court of offenses committed within 
the city limits be sentenced to terms in 
the city stockade, instead of in the county 
ne as is done under the present 
aw. 

Should the charter be so amended, it 
would mean the taking from ‘the county 
of fully 9% per cent of its convicts and 
would leave it practically without free la- 
bor to prosecute its public improvements. 
Councilman Terrell declares that by this 
Change in the law, the city would be 
enabled to get the benefits from the 9 
per cent of the taxes it pays into the 
county treasury, as the city would ope 
given a materially increased force of con- 
victs with which to improve the city 
streets. 

The county board, at its meeting Wed- 
nesday, instructed its committee on public 
works to consult from time to time with 
the public improvement committee of the 
city council in regard to cooperation on 
certain improvements that might be 
deemed desirable by the county. The an- 
nouncement was made, however, that the 
boagi has already planned work through- 
out the county, outside of Atlanta, that 
cannot be completed for more than a 
year. Councilman Terrell considers that, 
under the eircumstances, cooperation on 
the part of the county is a rather indefin- 
ite matter and he has determined to take 
further steps in an effort to solve the 
problem. 

The movement for the proposed charter 
amendment will, no doubt, meet with ‘vig- 
oreus opposition and precipitate a lively 
fight, as the county officials will contest 
any effort to lessen the capacity of its 
public improvement department. 


Recorder Answers Criticism. 


Recorder Nash R. Broyles does not 
relish in the least the criticism of his 
official actions by Captain Clifford L, 
Anderson during. the meeting of the 
county board Wednesday and he replies 
to Captain Anderson in very pointed 
terms. Captain Anderson stated that 
Recoréer Broyles was not cooperating 
with the county, for the reason that num- 
bers of prisoners charged with viola- 
tions of state laws were merely fined by 
the recorder, instead of being bound over 
to the state courts, from which they, 
could be sentenced to the county chain- 
Bang. 

Recorder Broyles said: 

“The charge of Captain Anderson that 
I fail to bind over prisoners who should 
be sent to the state courts is simply 
based on a lack of accurate information. 
Captain Anderson is my friend, and I 
think he did me merely an unintentional 
injustice. For the facts in the matter 
will certainly not bear him out in his 
statements. I have never had the honor 
of having Captain Anderson present in 
my court ard he appears to be wunac- 
quainted with the proceedings there. 

“I refer him to the records in both the 
criminal superior court and the city crim- 
inal court, and if he will examine these 
records he wil) find that I haye bound 
over to those courts twice as many pris- 
oners as all of the justices of the peace 
in Fulton county combined. This fact 
speaks for my actions in the matter of 
binding over state prisoners. Why, it is 
an actual fact that those two courts 
could not operate if it was not for the 
business furnished them by the recorder’s 
court. 

“Tl will also refer Captain Anderson 
to the representative of the county board, 
Mr. John Corrigan, assistant solicitor of 
the city criminal] court, who regularly 
attended the sessions of the recorder’s 
court for three months. Mr. Corrigan 
can inform him whether all prisoners, 
charged with offenses against state laws, 
were bound over where such action was 
proper. Some prisoners, charged with 
state offenses, are fined or sentenced to 
the stockade on city charges, which are 
also :gainst them in connection with the 
state charge, but this is done in instances 
where the evidence is considered insuf- 
ficient to convict before a jury of the 
state charge.”’

Navy Must Back Doctrine. 

The Monroe doctrine is not international 
law, and though I think one day it may 
become guch, this is not hecessary as long 
as it remains a cardinal feature of our 
foreign policy and as long as we possess 
both the will and the strength fo make 
it effective. This last point, my fellow- 
citizens, is all important, and is one 
which as a people we can never afford to 
forget. I believe in the Monroe doctrine 
with all mv heart and soul; I am con- 
vinced that the immense majority of vur 
fellow-countrymen so believe in it: but 
I would infinitely prefer to see us aban- 
don it than to see us put it forward 
and bluster about it, and yet fail to 
build up the efficient fighting strength 
which in the last rasort can alone make 
it respected by any atronger foreign pow- 
er whose interest it may ever happen 
to be to violate it. 

There is a homely old adage which runs: 
“Speak softly and carry a big stick; you 
will go far.”’ If the American nation will 
speak softly, and yet build, and k at 
a pitch of the highest training, a or- 
oughly efficient navy, the Monroe doctrine 
will go far. 

Well, in the last two years I am happy 
to say that we have taken long strides 
in advance as regards our navy. The lasi 
congress. in addition to smaller vessels, 
provided nine of those formidable fight- 
ing ships upon which ‘the real efficiency 
of any navy in war ultimately depends. 
Meanwhile the navy department has seen 
to it that our ships have been constantly 
exercised at sea. with the great guns, 
‘and:in maneuvers. so that their efficiency 
as fighting units, both individualiy and 
when acting together. has been steadily 
improved. 

It is too late to prepare for war when 
war has come; and if we only prepare 
sufficiently no war will ever come. We 
wish a powerful and efficient navy not 
for purposes of war, but as the surest 
guaranty of peace. If we have such a na- 
vy—if we keep on building it up—we may 
rest assured that there is but the sma:l- 
est chance that trouble will ever come to 
this nation: and we may likewise rest 
assured that no foreign powrr wiit ever 
quarrel with us about the Monroe doc- 
trine.

Eforces Oni 
nance Against Convict Labor 


Declines To Put: His Signature To 
the Contract with the Chatta- 
hoochee Brick Company and 
Orders That the Bid 


Be Rejected. 


Because the Chattahoochee Brick Com- 
pany would not have inserted in its con- 
tract with the city the provision that no 
convict-made material was to be furnish- 
ed the city, Mayor Howell on yesterday 
morning declined to sign @ contract with 
that company and declared the bid re- 


jected. 
This will come as somewhat of a sur- 


prise to members of council and the con- 
tractors of the city, who were much in- 
terested in the matter. 

The ordinance which provides that con- 
tractors are not to furnish the city with 
convict-made material was presented last 
year by Councilman Key, of the sixth 
ward, and was adopted. At the begin- 
ning of this year council awarded, but 
not without opposition, @ contract to the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company, which 
leases convicts, a contract to furnish the 
municipality with brick at % per thou- 


sand. 
The Company’s Position. 

The contract was never signed by the 
mayor and yesterday morning the follow- 
ing communication was prought to May- 
or Howell by Captain W. D. Ellis, the 
attorney for the brick company: 

‘To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta, and to 
Hon. E. P. Howell, Mayor—The Chatta- 
hoochee Brick Company comes now and 
shows that it is prepared to execute the 
attached bond submitted to it for execu- 
tion, and to give security thereunder as 
provided by law and the ordinances of 
said city, and tenders J. W. Engtish as 
surety, with the, statement that he is 
abundantly responsible, and refers to the 
tax books of the city for verification of 
this statement. 

‘Phe Chattahoochee Brick Company 
further shows that at the time the city 
advertised for bids as referred to in said 
tendered contract and in the proposed 
contract tendered therewith, there was 
no allusion in said advertisement to the 
subject of convict labor or material pre- 
pared or manufactured by the use of 
convict labor. The Chattahoochee Brick 
Company had on hand at that time, and 
now has and will continue to have, a 
large supply of material called for in 
said invitation to bid, towit, all hard- 
burned brick, which material is pecullar- 
ly suited for ‘the purpose neéded. This 
company made its bid at a low price 
withthe expectation to‘use said brick, 


“The ‘Chattahoochee Brick Company 
protests that said clause of the tendered 
contract, as follows, towit: ‘It is furth- 
er stipulated and agreed as a part of 
this contract that said party of the first 
part in the performance thereof shal! not 
us@ goods or material prepared or man- 
ufaetured in whole or in. part by convict 
tabor,’’ should not be inserted, and said 
company proposes and now offers to sign 
said contract with the clause eliminated 
therefrom. 

“The Chattahoochee . Brick Company 
says that its bid was the lowest of all 
bidders for this work, that the material 
it proposes to use is of the best quantity 
and quality; that it cannot procure the 
brick from other sources to do this work 
at the same price, and, therefore, the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company asks that 
said clause above quoted shall be strick- 
en from said contract and that it be al-, 
lowed to sign the same, to give the bond 
required and to go on and perform the 
Service contracted, for and the material 
specified in its bid.

The order of Mayor Howell, which was 
written on the second page of this com- 
munication, is as follows:

FIT OF DISwUS! 
ON VENEZUELA 


Avainst the: Proctocols, 


But Adjournment Was Not Taken 
Until President Castro Had 
Been Ordered to Fulfill 
Obligations Embodied 
in the Protocols. 


Caracas, Tuesday, March 31.—Congress, 
in a secret meeting, has authorized Pres- 
ident Castro to fulfill the obligations em- 
bodied in the British, German and Italian 
protocols, but only as an extraordinary 
act, without giving them legal sanction, 
SO as not to-@stablish a precedent. 

The resolutions adopted by congress and 
which are still unknown to the Venezuelan 
house, are as follows: 

‘The congress of Venezuela, considering 
that the protocols settled at Washington, 
February 18, by the representatives of 
Venezuela and those of Germany, Great 
Britain and Italy were agreed upon and 
Subscribed to in the midst of a period 
during which force was exercised upon 
the republic in a manner as unforeseen 
as it was unnatural, and that such docu- 
ments cannot, therefore, be considered 
in the form established for diplomatic ne- 
gotiations- which are regularly initiated, 
pursued and terminated. 

Resolved to rescind, with respect to 
the said protocols from the constitutional 
consequences relative to diplomatic trea- 
ties and to limit its action with respect to 
the said protocols to authorizing the fed- 
eral executive to put them into execu- 
tion, without any of their clauses estab- 
lishing the least precedent in the life of 
the Venezuelan nation. 

“The congress of Venezuela, consider- 
ing that the interpretation given in the 
protocols signed with Italy on February 
14 to the treaty of June 19, 1861, and the 
amplifications or modifications of some of 
its clauses render impossible the contin- 
ued existence of this treaty, since such 
action is in flagrant contradiction to some 
of its original stipulations, and with the 
principles which, by virtue of the treaty 
have been fully observed by both par- 
ties. : 
‘Resolved, to call on the federal execu- 
tive to exercise with the shortest possi- 
ble delay the power continued in article 
27 of the said treaty, with respect to its 
denunciation.” 

Congress then adjourned, as a protest 
of indignant patriotism against the pro- 
tocols, 

‘The senate today voted to authorize 
the government to contract one of more 
loans, specia'ly devoted to the conversion 
of Venezuela’s internal and external 


debts.

Great Hymelia Crevasse* Ha 
~ Been Successfully Closed, 


Gap Seven Hundred Feet Wide, 
Through Which the Water 
Rushed in Torrents, Closed. 
Conditions Improved 
in Louisiana. 


New Orleans, April 2:—With the suc- 
cessful joining of the ends of the crib 
work leading from either side of the 
broken Hymelia levee, an achievement 
which was accomplished early this fore- 
noon, the critical stage is considered to 
have been passed in the attempt to close 
the crevasse, now 700 feet in width. Only 
the most unexpected misfortune resulting 
in the carrying away of the cribbing can 
prevent the success of the undertaking, 
which, in view of the extent of the break 
and the conditions that surrounded it, is 
regarded as an unusual triumph in 
crevasse fighting. 

Generally the river conditions are con- 
sidereg to be improved in Louisiana. The 
intervention of good weather has con- 
tributed largely to the strengthening of 
the levee system. Every embankment 
in the state above New Orleans is hold- 
ing, except those at Bougere and Angola, 
where the damage done is local, aiid it 
is felt that the maximum flood is at least 
in sight. 

The river here remained stationary at 
20.1 today. 

Unconfirmed reports were received of a 
further break in the vicinity of the Bo- 
hemia crevasse, below Point-a-la-Hache, 
which is over 3 miles down the river. 
A break there now has no significance, 
as there is little it any cultivated land 
to be overflowed.

Still in Progress Before Judge 
Luron at Nashville 


Harriman’s Lawyers Contend That 
Their Client Never Intended To 
Turn the Southern Pacific 
Road Over to the Un- 
ion Pacific. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 2.—The struggle 
for control of the Southern Pacific be- 
tween James R. Keene and the Union 
Pacific railroad went on in the United 
States court today. 

Judge Alexander Humphrey, of Louis- 
ville, replying for the Harriman interests 
to the address of Edward Lauterbach, of 
New York, representing Mr. Keene, con- 
tinued his remarks, begun late yesterday 
afternoon. He read largely from Mr. 
Harriman’s affidavits, already made pub- 
lic, and said he would leave the law 
to be discussed later by his associates. 
The speaker then adverted to the devel- 
opment and improvement of both proper- 
ties and said there was no evidence to 
show that the directors ever contem- 
plated turning over the Southern Pacific 
to the Union Pacific. 

Judge Humphrey discussed the appoint- 
ment of joint agents for the Union and 
Southern Pacific and also the alleged di- 
version of freight from Chicago to va- 
rious points and contended that no dis- 
crimination ha@ been practiced against 
the Southern Pacific. He traced the de- 
velopment of the Southern Pacific, and 
said the plans of putting the property 
in better physical condition, as inaugu- 
rated by Mr. Huntington, had been car- 
ried out. 

Judge Humphrey said that the appro- 
priation of earnings to the improvement 
of railroad properties, instead of paying 
dividends to preferred stockholders, had 
been held by the supreme court of the 
United States to be for the best inter- 
ests of all the shareholders and that the 
complainant thought the way to modern- 
ize a railroad was to issue securities. 

Judge Humphrey said in response to a 
guestion by Judge Lurton that there 
could be no competition between the 
Union and Southern Pacific, and there- 
‘ore there could be no possible grounds 
for the application for an injunction. 

Judge Humphrey was followed by Mr. 
Evarts, who contended that the Union 
Pacific was not before the court, and 
the court therefore had no jurisdiction. 
He insisted that a court of equity could 
not abridge the rights of a majority of 
the bondholders or divest them of the 
management of a corporation. He in- 
Bisted that no evidence had been intro- 
duced to show that competition existed 
between the Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific in Kentueky and that competition 
between these lines was confined to cer- 
tain points outside that state. 


No Inspection of Stock Books. 

New York, April 2.~In reply to the 
published statement by E. H. Harriman 
to the effect that every facility for in- 
specting the Southern Pacific stock books 
had been granted on request, and that 
“any failure to obtain necessary infor- 
mation was due either to lack of real de- 
sire or inefficiency,’ Talbot J. Taylor 


made the following statement today: 

“On the 2d day of March, 1903, I made 
application for an inspection of the stock 
books of the Southern Pacific Company 
to Alexander Millar, the secretary, and 
thereafter almost every day until the 
ljth day of March, ivv3, and similar ap- 
plications were repeatedly made by my 
representatives, who were also stock- 
holders. Mr. Millar declined to allow 
me or my clerks, through whom the ap, 
plications. were made, to examine the 
books, resorting to one pretext or an- 
other, in order to postpone any inspec- 
tion by us, until we found it necessary 
to apply to the circuit court in Kentucky 
for an order compelling the Southern 
Pacific Company to allow the stockhold- 
ers to inspect the books. 

“Meanwhile the representatives of the 
(inion Pacific, who are alleged now to be 
ln control of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, had sent out all their requests 
for proxies, after which they had very 
little motive to prevent inspection by 
the other Southern Pacific stockholders.”’ 

George Taylor said it was not true that 
Mr. Keene offered to sell his Southern 
Pacific holdings at a price higher than 
those held by the pool, adding that “such 
a thing would mean ruin to him or any 
other man. It is false to say that Mr. 
Keene offered to sell his Southern Pacific 
at any price.’’ 

Foreacre Speaks for Keene. 

Mr. Maxwell was followed by Senator 
Foraker for the complainants. He un- 
dertook at the outset to defend. his cli- 
ents against any accusation of stock job- 
bing. “It is shown in the affidavits,” 
he said,.‘‘that have been filed that com- 
plainants are stockholders and have been 
stockholders tor some time. They held 
and controiled at the time suit was 
brought more than 920,0W,000 of stock. 
The pool may exist,’’ he said, “but it 
has re connection whatever with this 
Suit, which was brought by ‘Talbot J. 
Taylor as representing the minority 
stockholders and protecting their rights 
in what they believe to be wrong. 

Senator Foraker made a defense of Mr. 
Lauterbach. The latter, he said, had 
tried to avoid litigation and make peace,

The most important question involved 
after all, he said, was that of jurisdic- 
tion. After investigation he declared he 
believed the Union Pacific was not a 
necessary party te be named in this suit 
and to be brought, into court, but that 
the Union Pacific could come into court 
and snake defense if the court would 
so permit. In a case where they had 
jointly signed a contract or note, un- 
less the Union Pacific did see fit to come 
into court, it coujd not be made to do 
69. Unless it did come! into court, the 
fult would have to be dismissed on ac- 
count of the absence of/a party to th 
case.

NAVAL PAGEANT 
FOR RING EDWARD 


British Monarch Is Magnif- 
cently Received at Lisbon 


King Carlos, in Historic Galley, 
Meets King Edward, in Whose 
Honor the Forts and War 
Ships Fire Salvo After 
Salvo of Artillery. 


London, April 2-—The British royal 
yatcht Victoria and Albert, with King 
Edward on board, arrived in .ae Tagus 
today from Portsmouth and was saluted 
by the war ships and forts. The yacht 
Steamed up the Estuary, followed by the 
escorting British and Portuguese cruils- 
ers, and anchored opposite Black Horse 
Square, where an immense crowd had as- 
sembled. 

A royal salute was fired as Kng Carlos 
embarked at the arsenal on board the 
royal galley, which was built for the 
marriage of Donna Maria and Carlos IV. 
The galley, which is beautifully decorat- 
ed with carvings, is 36 feet long, and was 
manned by eighty men, who pulled forty 
oars. The war ships manned sides and 
yards and the sailors cheered as the state 
galley, followed by a number of other 
galleys, proceeded to the Victoria and 
Albert. 

The interview between their majesties 
on board the Victoria and Albert lasted 
an hour and a half, after which a pro- 
cession was formed and the two kings 
went ashore. The historic galley occu- 
pied by the kings led the way. It was 
followed by a flotilla of various craft. 
Their majesties’ progress was accompa- 
nied by salvos of artulery and the sailors 
of the war ships again manned sides. On 
landing King Edward and King Carlos 
were greeted with tremendous, enthusi- 
asm. Their majesties wore admirals uni- 
forms. King Edward looked in the best 
of health and accompanied by the king 
of Portugal walked to the reception pa- 
vilion, where the presidents of the two 
legislative houses and others were pre- 
sented. The royal party then entered six 
ancient state coaches, the last of which, 
drawn by eight horses, was occupied by 
their majesties. 

The procession received a great ovation 
along the route from the immense crowds 
of spectators. The costumes of the coun- 
try people, the decorations of the streets 
and the bright sunshine added to the 
brilliancy of the royal progress through 
the city.

The state superin- 
tendent of South Carolina transmits res- 
olutions adopted by the board of educa- 
tion, asking such distribution, these being 
quite similar to the ones adopted by the 
North Carolina legislature. Tennessee 
merely acknowledges the receipt of the 
letter and promises to give the matter at- 
tention. That state quite evidently ex- 
pects to be the location of the great train- 
ing school. Maryland agrees with the 
spirit of the letter, and is willing to ap- 
point a committee to join a general com- 
mittee to wait on the trustees of the fund 
and urge them to make the distribution. 

It is now settled that Greensboro will 
be the only town in this state to have a 
league basebal! team. It a be in a four- 
club league, the other points being Roa- 
noke, Lynchburg and Danville. 

Watts Liquor Bill. 


In the course of an interview with Rep- 
resentative A. D. Watts, the author of 
the Watts’ liquor regulation law, regard- 
ing the possible effect of that bill on poli- 
tics, he said it might be put into politics 
by the republicans in certain sections, as 
for example Davis, Wilkes and Iredell 
counties, but he did not think an effort 
would be made to make it a campaign 
issue. He says he does not think it will 
cost the democratic party any votes. In 
the eighth and tenth districts, which are 
the republican strongholds, probably a 
majority of the renublicans are pronhibi- 
tionists, while in the fifth district, which 
is the one in which the republicans have 
considerable strength, there are many 
Quakers who are of that party and who 
are zealous prohibitionists. 

Governor Aycock will get at once to 
work to raise $10,000 privately in order 
to insure the state’s appropriation of $10,- 
000 for an exhibit at St. Louis. If Ken- 
tucky can privately raise $100,000 and 
Texas $200,000, surely North Carolina can 
raise $10,000. 

State Chemist Kilgore, who has been 
arranging for the sale of specially se- 
lected cotton seed from this state to cot- 
ton growers in Texas, is advised that 
twenty car loads have been taken to that 
state, and brougbt 75 cents a_ bushel. 
For several years past quantities of 
North Carolina cotton seed have been 
sent to Mexico. 

Strawberry Crop Promising. 


Reports received here from the straw- 
berry growing section are that the crop 
is very fine and promising, and has so 
far escaped all injury. Some shipments 
are being made. 

The state last month distributed $100,000 
among seventy-four counties to bring 
rural schools up to terms of at least four 
months. It is now found by State Su- 
perintendent Joyner that this aided 2,880 
white and 984 colored districts, qa total of 
3,864, and that it affected over 50,000. pu- 
pils. 

Today Dr. D. H. Abbott, the repub- 
lican member of the corporation com- 
mission, ended his six-year term there- 
on. He was the only republican mem- 
ber. Eugene C. Beddingfield is his suc- 
cessor. 

This week the revenue collector of this 
district will send out $85,000 in checks 
to cover rebates to tobacco dealers.

ple of his late home. The Constitu- 
tion would be glad to see this move- 
ment inaugurated in an active way. 
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Cuba’s Treaty-Making Powers. 


In the discussion that has grown | 


out of the report that Great Britain, 
Germany and other governments are 
considerably dissatisfied with the 
reciprocity treaty between the United 
States and Cuba, because of the ef- 
fect of its operations upon the com- 
mercial relations between those coun- 
tries and Cuba, some interesting mis- 
understandings of the real status of 
the Cuban republic are revealed. Here, 
for instance, is the valued Washington 
Post claiming that the legislation of 
congress known as the “Platt amend- 
ment,” which was embodied in the 
constitution of Cuba, will *prevent 
Cuba from making reciprocity treaties 
with governments other than the 

United States. The Post is usually so 
well informed upon all public matters 
that it is somewhat surprising to find 
such a contention in its columns. 

Commenting upon a recent editorial 
in Thegfonstitution, The Post says: 

What we have to say here relates to 
European announcements relative to in- 
tentions of the powers to claim equality 
with the United States in trade relations 
with Cuba. It should be said frankly 
and unequivocally that no such right can 
be admitted. Cuba is not an Independent 
power. She is under the guardianship of 
the United States, both as to her domes- 
tic and foreign concerns—all this by the 
terms of her own constitution. 

It may happen that no foreign power 
will ask Cuba for trade concessions ob- 
jectionable to the United States, It. is, 
perhaps, unlikely that Cuba will propose 
or desire to make treaties injurious to this 
republic. But in either case, or any case 
whatever, it must be understood from 
the start that the right of the United 
States to pass on all Cuban treaty prop- 
ositions is absolute, and that no other 
power has anything whatever to do with 
the trade relations of. the United States 
and Cuba. “Fovored-natioOn” provisions 
cannot be invoked to modify those rela- 
tions. While it need not be said that we 
shall pursue a generous policy toward our 
Caribbean ward and maintain our havbi- 
tual policy of fair treatment toward all 
the powers, it must be remembered that 
we stand.in such a relation to Cuba.that 
no foreign government can claim any- 
thing at her hands, and that, without 
our consent, she can grant nothing to any 
foreign power. The Platt amendment, 
which our government wrote into the 
Cuban constitution, means just what it 
Says, and it is very meaty. Buropean 
cabinets should. study it. Having done 
so, they will see the impolicy of demand- 
ing to be placed on an equality with the 
United States, as regards the Cuban 
tariff. 

There should be no musunderstand- 
ing of the scope of the treaty provi- 
sion of the Platt amendment. That 
does not restrict Cuba’s right to make 
commercial treaties with whatever 
governments she may desire. The 
only restriction placed upon Cuba’s 
treaty-making power is in the first ar- 
ticle of the Platt amendment, which 
reads as follows: 

That the government of Cuba shall 
never enter into any treaty or other com- 
pact with any foreign power or powers 
which will impair or tend to impair the 
independence of Cuba, nor in any man- 
ner authorize or permit any foreign 
power or powers to obtain by coloniza- 
tion or for. military or naval purposes 
or otherwise, lodgement in or control over 
any portion of said island. 

So far, therefore, as the Platt 
amendment is concered, Germany or 
Great Britain or any other country 
has a right to expect of Cuba tariff 
concessions as favorable as _ those 
granted to the United States. After 
the pending Cuban treaty is made ef- 
fective by the American congress the 
situation will, however, be different. 
This treaty—not the Platt amendment 
—will restrict Cuba in the making of 
commercial treaties with other gov- 
ernments. 

The Cuban reciprocity treaty will 
cover a period of five years from the 
date upon which it is formally made 
effective. The eighth article of this 
treaty provides: 

The rates of duty herein granted by 
the United States to the republic of Cuba 
are and shall continue during the term 
of this convention preferential in respect 
to all like imports from other countries, 
and, in return for said preferential] rates 
of duty granted to the republic of Cuba 
by the United States, it is agreed that the 
concession herein granted on the part of 
the said republic of Cuba to the products 
of the. United States. shall likewise be, 
and shall continue, during the term of 
this convention, preferential in respect 
to all like imports from other countries. 

This article contains the only re- 
striction upon Cuba’s right to make 
commercial treaties with other coun- 
tries. This cannot be construed as an 
agreement on Cuba’s part that no 
commercial treaties shall be. nego- 
tiated, but that the concessions grant- 
ed on the part of the republic of Cuba. 
to the products of the United States 
shall continue “preferential in respect 
to all lige imports ou 4 
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‘mitted at a lower tariff rate than those 

of other countries so long as this 
treaty may be in force. - 

The legal right of Cuba to make 
reciprocity treaties with other govern- 
ments between now and the time 
when this treaty is made effective by 
the approval. of the congress of the 
United States can hardly be ques- 
tioned. It is not to be expected, how- 
ever, that she will attempt to exer- 
Cise this right in a way that would 
forestall the operations of this treaty, 
because by doing so she would cer- 
tainly jeopardize this treaty with the 
United States, which is of the great- 
est importance to her principal indus- 
‘tries. | 

The concessions granted Cuban 
products in this treaty are, of course, 
of great value, but the benefits to be 
derived by many American products 
are also of great value. It is the 
knowledge of this latter fact—the 
knowledge that the Cuban treaty will 
practically give United States prod- 
ucts a monopoly of the Cuban mar- 
ket—that is troubling London and the 
capitals of Europe, and naturally. 
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Chaffee on China. 

Genera] Adna R. Chaffee has been 
telling the members of the Methodist 
Social Union of New York some rath- 
ey unpleasant things about the mis- 
sonary field in the Orient as he 
found it. 

General Chaffee was asked to ad- 
dress this body of Christian workers 
upon “Conditions in the Philippines 
and in China.” He did so. He took 
occasion to praise the work of the 
missionaries in the Orient, but at the 
same time showed that he regarded 
the prospect for Christianity in China 
avery poor one. Of the missionaries 
he said: 

“They are all in earnest and hope- 
ful, but the results of their work are 
not proportioned to the great labor of 
love. They have done all that is pos- 
sible, but the burden is too great for 
them.” 

Speaking further with regard to his 
talk with leading and intelligent Chi- 
namen upon the subject of religions, 
General Chaffee said: “I took occasion 
to meet many of the most prominent 
Chinamen while in Pekin and I talked 
to many of the better class. These in- 
cluded officials. I must say that I did 
not meet a single intelligent China- 
man who expressed a desire to em- 
brace the Christian religion. The 
masses are against Christianity.” 

General Chaffee further declared 
that he believed there was a better 
field for missionaries in the Philip- 
pines, but said that in view of the fact 
that few missionaries spoke Spanish, 
to say nothing of the patois of the 
provinces, the task ahead of them 
would be a hard one. | 

Dr. Gamewell, who has had -consid- 
erable experience as a missionary in 
China, and who was through thé siege 
of the legations at Pekin, did not take 
so pessimistic a view of the outlook 
in China. He holds that the only way 
to treat the situation in China is by 
Christian education, and that ‘n time 
neadway will be made. 

These conflicting views very clearly 
represent the opinions of the two ele- 
ments of Americans which have had 
some experience in China. The mis- 
sionaries are uniformly hopeful and 
believe that some headway is being 
made. The military men and those 
other Americans who are in China in 
business—and, it may be added, those 
who are there in an official capacity 
as well—believe that there is little 
chance of Christianizing even an in- 
finitesimally ‘small percentage of the 
Chinese people. Certainly, they con-. 
tend, absolutely no headway has been 
made with the intelligent classes in 
China, and this they regard a bad 
sign. 

One other sentence from General 
Chaffee’s address is of interest, 
} though it has no immediate bearing 
upon this particular controversy. 
Speaking of conditions in the Philip- 
pine islands, General Chaffee said: 

“I am not prepared to say whether 
we have the enmity of the Filipinos or 
not. I will say that when I was there 
[ did not see much of it. I am no ex- 
ploiter and I believe that if we ever 
get any good out of those islands we 
must explore and ,exploit them.”

Cuba’s Treaty-Making Powers. 


out of the report that Great Britain, 
Germany and other governments are 
considerably dissatisfied with the 
reciprocity treaty between the United 
States and Cuba, because of the ef- 
fect of its operations upon the com- 
mercial relations between those coun- 
tries and Cuba, some interesting mis- 
understandings of the real status of 
the Cuban republic are revealed. Here, 
for instance, is the valued Washington 
Post claiming that the legislation of 
congress known as the “Platt amend- 
ment,” which was embodied in the 
constitution of Cuba, will *prevent 
Cuba from making reciprocity treaties 
with governments other than the 
United States. The Post is usually so 
well informed upon all public matters 
that it is somewhat surprising to find 
such a contention in its columns. 

Commenting upon a recent editorial 
in Thegfonstitution, The Post says: 

What we have to say here relates to 
European announcements relative to in- 
tentiong of the powers to claim equality 
with the United States in trade relations 
with Cuba. It should be said frankly 
and unequivocally that no such right can 
be admitted. Cuba is not an independent 
power. She is under the guardianship of 
the United States, both as to her domes- 
tic and foreign concerns—all this by the 
terms of her own constitution. 

It may happen that no foreign power 
will ask Cuba for trade concessions ob- 
jectionable to the United States, It. is, 
perhaps, unlikely that Cuba will propose 
or desire to make treaties injurious to this 
republic. But in either case, or any case 
whatever, it must be understood from 
the start that the right of the United 
States to pass on all Cuban treaty prop- 
ositions is absolute, and that no other 
power has anything whatever to do with 
the trade relations of the United States 
and Cuba. “Fovored-nation” provisions 
cannot be invoked to modify those rela- 
tions. While it need not be said that we 
shall pursue a generous policy toward our 
Caribbean ward and maintain our habi- 
tual policy of fair treatment toward all 
the powers, it must be remembered that 
we stand.in such a relation to Cuba.that 
no foreign government can claim any- 
thing at her hands, and that, without 
our consent, she can grant nothing to any 
foreign power. The Platt amendment, 
which our government wrote into the 
Cuban constitution, means just what it 
says, and it is very meaty. Buropean 
cabinets should study it. Having done 
so, they will see the impolicy of demand- 
ing to be placed on an equality with the 
United States, as regards the Cuban 
tariff. 

There should be no musunderstand- 
ing of the scope of the treaty provi- 
sion of the Platt amendment. That 
does not restrict Cuba’s right to make 
commercial treaties with whatever 
governments she may desire. The 


treaty-making power is in the first ar- 
ticle of the Platt amendment, which 
reads as follows: 

That the government of Cuba shall 
never enter into any treaty or other com- 
pact with any foreign power or powers 
which will impair or tend to impair the 
independence of Cuba, nor in any man- 
ner authorize or permit any foreign 
power or powers to obtain by coloniza- 
tion or for. military or naval purposes 
or otherwise, lodgement in or control over 
any portion of said island. 

So far, therefore, as the Platt 
amendment is concered, Germany or 
Great Britain or any other country 
has a right to expect of Cuba tariff 
concessions as favorable as those 
granted to the United States. After 
the pending Cuban treaty is made ef- 
fective by the American congress the 
situation will, however, be different. 
This treaty—not the Platt amendment 
—will restrict Cuba in the making of 
commercial treaties with other gov- 
ernments. 

The Cuban reciprocity treaty will 
cover a period of five years from the 
date upon which it is formally made 
effective. The eighth article of this 
treaty provides: | 

The rates of duty herein granted by 
the United States to the republic of Cuba 
are and shall continue during the term 
of this convention preferential in respect 
to all like imports from other countries, 
and, in return for said preferentia] rates 
of duty granted to the republic of Cuba 
by the United States, it is agreed that the 
concession herein granted on the part of 
the said republic of Cuba to the products 
of the. United States ‘shall likewise be, 
and shall continue,: during the term of 
this convention, preferential in respect 
to all like imports froni other countries. 

This article contains the only re- 
striction upon Cuba’s right to make 
commercial treaties with other coun-

The legal right of Cuba to make 
reciprocity treaties with other govern- 
ments between now and the time 
when this treaty is made effective by 
the approval.of the congress of the 
United States can hardly be ques- 
tioned. It is not to be expected, how- 
ever, that she will attempt to exer- 
cise this right in a way that would 
forestall the operations of this treaty, 
because by doing so she would cer- 
tainly jeopardize this treaty with the 
United States, which is of the great- 
est importance to her principal indus- 
tries. . 
~The concessions granted Cuban 
products in this treaty are, of course, 
of great value, but the benefits to be 
derived by many American products 
are also of great value. It is the 
knowledge of this latter fact—the 
knowledge that the Cuban treaty will 
practically give United States prod- 
ucts a monopoly of the Cuban mar- 
ket—that is troubling London and the 
capitals of Europe, and naturally. 
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Chaffee on China. 

General Adna R. Chaffee has been 
telling the members of the Methodist 
Social Union of New York some rath- 
ery unpleasant things about the mis- 
sonary field in the Orient as he 
found it. 

General Chaffee was asked to ad- 
dress this body of Christian workers 
upon “Conditions in the Philippines 
and in China.” He did so. He took 
occasion to praise the work of the 
missionaries in the Orient, but at the 
same time showed that he regarded 
the prospect for Christianity in China 
a@ very poor one. Of the missionaries 
he said: 

“They are all in earnest and hope- 
ful, but the results of their work are 
not proportioned to the great labor of 
love. They have done all that is pos- 
sible, but the burden is too great for 
them.” 

Speaking further with regard to his 
talk with leading and intelligent Chi- 
namen upon the subject of religions, 
General Chaffee said: “I took occasion 
to meet many of the most prominent 
Chinamen while in Pekin and I talked 
to many of the better class. These in- 
cluded officials. I must say that I did 
not meet a single intelligent China- 
man who expressed a desire to em- 
brace the Christian religion. The 
masses are against Christianity.” 

General Chaffee further declared 
that he believed there was a better 
field for missionaries in the Philip- 
pines, but said that in view of the fact 
that few missionaries spoke Spanish, 
to say nothing of the patois of the 
provinces, the task ahead of them 
would be a hard one. : 

Dr. Gamewell, who has had-~consid- 
erable experience as a missionary in 
China, and who was through thé’siege 
of the legations at Pekin, did not take 
so pessimistic a view of the outlook 
in China. He holds that the only way 
to treat the situation in China is by 
Christian education, and that in time 
headway will be: made. 

These conflicting views very clearly 
represent the opinions of the two ele- 
ments of Americans which have had 
some experience in China. The mis- 
sionaries are uniformly hopeful and 
believe that some headway is being 
made. The military men and those 
other Americans who are in China in 
business—and, it may be added, those 
who are there in an official capacity 
as well—believe that there is little 
chance of Christianizing even an in- 
finitesimally small pereentage of the 
Chinese people. Certainly, they con-. 
tend, absolutely no headway has been 
made with the intelligent classes in 
China, and this they regard a bad 
sign. 

One other sentence from General 
Chaffee’s address is of interest, 
though it has no immediate bearing 
upon this particular controversy. 
Speaking of conditions in the Philip- 
pine islands, General Chaffee said: 

“I am not prepared to say whether 
we have the enmity of the Filipinos or 
not. I will say that when I was there 
I did not see much of it. I am no ex- 
ploiter and I believe that if we ever 
get any good out of those islands we 
must explore and exploit them.”

Offer of Atlanta for Great Presbyte- 
rian University Will Be Pre- 
sented to the Synods—Will 
Be Some Months Be- 
fore They Act. 


A letter was written yesterday to Rev. 
Dr. J. W. Walden, of Athens, who is 
thairman of the committee on a synod- 
kcal college for Georgia announcing to 
him the fact that Atlanta has raised 
in bona fide subscriptions $250,000 to be 
tendered to the southern synod if they 
will consolidate in Atlanta the Presby- 
terian universities now located at Clarks- 
ville, Tenn., and Columbia, 8. C. 

Dr. Walden’s committee will take the 
matter up at once with the seven south- 
ern synods which control these two insti- 
tutions and lay before them the propo- 
sition made by Atlanta.’ It will then 
be for the synods to say whether they 
will agree to the union of these institu- 
tions in Atlanta, making thereby a pow- 
erful uhiversity, or wil] prefer to leave 
them where they are. 

The letter written to Dr. Walden by 
the Atlanta committee is as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., April 2, 1908.—To the 
Board of Trustees for the Establishment 
of a College in the Synod of Georgia, 
Rev. J. W. Walden, D.D., Chairman, 
Athens, Ga.: Gentlemen—We beg leave 
to inform you, and through you _ the 
synod of Georgia, that Atlanta, as rep- 
resented by us, a board of trustees, has 
secured bona fide subscriptions to the 
amount of $250,000 for the purpose of in- 
viting the Southwestern Presbyterian 
university and the Columbia Theological 
seminary to consolidate and locate in At- 
lanta or immediate vicinity. This amount 
is to be used in providing a site and 
buildings for the proposed university, 
and payable in yearly installments, be- 
ginning January 1, 19%. Respectfully,

The committee on a college for Geor- 
gia, of which Dr. Walden is chairman. 
will meet with each one of the synods 
of Georgia, South Carolina, Florida, Ten- 
nessee, Alabama, Mississippi and Louist- 
ana. These #ynods hold their meetings 
at various times during the year, most 
of them in the fall, and the last of them 
will rot have acted on the proposition 
before December 1.: 

The Atlanta committee feels most hope- 
ful over the project. While it is thought 
likely the synods of Tennessee and South 
Carolina will oppose the proposition be- 
cause of the colleges being located in 
those states, they feel confident of fa- 
vorable action from the five other synods, 
and the action of a majority of them, 
it is stated, will control. The best legal 
talent in Tennessee has stated there is 
no obstacle vo the removal of the college 
at Clarksville through action of the con- 
trolling synods, and the Atlanta commit- 
teemen believe, now that the proposition 
has been made within the time stated, 
there will be little doubt about the suc- 
cess of the project. 

The fact thet Atlanta has raised the 
$250,000 and more has not diminished in- 
terest in the fund. Several new sub- 
scriptions were received yesterday, and 
intimations haye come that several sub- 
scriptions for handsome amounts will 
be forthcoming later.

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J. K. ORR, 
President of the Atlanta Cham ber of Commerce, Who Was One of 
the Leading Workers for the Great Presbyterian University. 
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Was a Leader in the Movement To Secure Great 
University--Success Due Largely to His 
Efforts. 


HE recent triumph of raising $100,- 

000 among the citizens of Atlanta 

for the great university was due in 
no small measure to the hard work, pluck 
and unflagging zeal of J. K. Orr. 

He was a member of the board of trus- 
tees which had the movement in hand 
before the organization of the Presby- 
terian University Association the other 
day. From the very beginning he was 
hard at work and hopeful of sucegess 
for the enterprise, and at the last meet- 
ing, held in the Central Presbytrian 
church, when the subscriptions were 
swelled to more than the $100,000 mark, 
it was he who led the meeting and 
brought about the completion of the 
work. 

Ever since he came to Atlanta in 1897 
he has been diligent in his endeavors to 
benefit the city. There ‘has scarcely been 
a public mevement of importance since 
his advent here that he has not done 
a good share of the hard work. 

Mr. Orr is a Canadian by birth, but 
came to this. country and state many 
years ago. He first settled in Columbus, 
where the J. K. Orr Shoe Company was 
organized and began its career. The 
business of the company grew steadily 
and in time became too large for Co- 


lumbus. 

This was in 1897, and it was then that 
the move to Atlanta was made. The 
building on Auburn avenue now occupied 


| 


by the company was erected and since 
that time Mr. Orr has become known 
far and wide as one of the leading shoe 
men of the south. 

But simultaneously with the growth of 
his private business he has steadfastly 
labored for the city’s interest as well, 
There is not a more patriotic, 
spirited citizen of Atlanta than he, and 
no one more than he personifies the At- 
lanta spirit. 

He has aided materially in the work 
of building up the Southern Interstate 
fair and was prominentiy identified with 
the movement that resulted in the found- 
ing of the Presbyterian hospital. These 
are not the only instances of his patriot- 
ism, however; they are too numerous to 
mention.

EVERGLADES 
FOR FLORIDA 


State Wins Its Long Conten- 
tion with the United 
States. 


Washington, April 2.—Commissioner 
Richards, of the gemeéral land office, to- 
Gay took practically the final step in the 
settlement of the long drawn out conten- 
tion between the United States and the 
state of Florida over the ownership of the 
lands included in the portion of the state 
of Florida known as the Everglades. This 
action consisted in certifying the lists 
of the lands of the state authorities. The 
lands all lie south of Lake Okeechobee. 
The certification made today covers not 
only the entire area of the Everglades, 
but also the lands included in Mangrove 
swamp, which lies still beyond the Ever- 
glade region. The entire list includes 
about three million acres, all of which 
goes to the state in fee simple and will be 
at its disposal. 

The controversy over the lands began 
in 1880 and has been in progress ever 
since. In order to settle the disputed 

n 
S aae and therefore the property of the 
state under the swamp land act of 1850, 
a survey was made. The result of the 
survey was favorable to the contention 
of the state, and in 1897 the secretary ap- 
proved the certification of the lands to 
the state. But before the patents could 
he issued, friends of the Seminole Indians 
intervened, alleging that the remnants 
of that tribe of aborigines who still re- 
mained upon the Everglades, their original 
home, would be dispossessed. This com- 


plaint resulted in another investigation 


and a special survey, and in the end small 
tracts of lands were withdrawn for the 
Indians remaining. 

It is not believed that similar or any 
other obstacles can now arise to prevent 
the final closing of the transaction at a 
very early day. Secretary Hitchcock has 
already signified his approval of the ge- 
lections before Commissioner Richards 
appended his certifivate, and all that re- 
mains is for the interior department to 
issue a patent to the land, which accor- 
ding to precedent will be done upon the 
reguest of the governor of the state, 

The lands are all within the frostless 
belt and it is believed that ‘with-drain- 
age they will soon become very valuable 
for fruit-growing purposes.

He declared that he would leave Nichols, 
but, in doing so would leave beliind some- 
thing to make his name remembered. 

Filing his pockets with cartridges, he 
entered upon the war path. The first 
place that attracted his attention was the 
store of W. B. Teston. Here he de- 
manded additional supplies of ammuni- 
tion, and opened fire on Teston for re- 
fusing. Teston, however, made his es- 
cape unhurt. Cribb then turned his 
ready weapon upon his father in law, 
Mr. Courson, who happened to be in the 
store. He missed Courson also. At this 
juncture the marshal, Tom Holton, came 
up, attracted by the noise. Cribb turn- 
ed upon the marshal, killing him in- 
stantly. He then started up the street. 
A wagon loaded with wood and. driven 
by Will White, a boy 12 years old, met 
him, and without warning he opened 
fire on the boy, killing him. 

By this time a reign of terror had 
been inaugurated. People on the streets 
hunted shelter. A Mr. Wilcox got a win- 
chester and started out to stop Cribb’s 
murderous career. But, on meciing, 
Cribb forced Wilcox to give him the 
gun, his pistol ammunition having be- 
come exhausted. With the fresh gun and 
a full magazine he renewed his record- 
making, wounding a negro fireman and 
driving the engineer and others from the 
Atlantic and Birmingham train. 

In the ragantime, the father of the 
boy, White, got possession of a shotgun, 
and, just as Cribb was preparing to 
make another shot, he himself was shot 
in the head and shoulder with a load of 
small shot. As he fell, the crowd seized 
hurried him upon the train and 
brought him here to jail to prevent his 


being lynched. He has been in jail 


since. 


The defense set up was insanity, but the 


jury seems not to have been impressed 


with it. 
The trial of Buchannon, for murder, 


also from Nichols, is now going on.

CATHOLIC ORDERS TO DISBAND 


Premier Combes Will Soon Begin 
Enforcing Law. 

Paris, April 2—The prefect of police 
of Paris and the prefects of all the de- 
partments of France are distributing of- 
ficial notices from Premier Combes to tie 
congregations of the action of the cham- 
ber of deputies requiring them to disband. 
This affects twenty-five teaching orders 
having 1,589 branches, with 15.94 mem- 
bers and twenty-eight preaching orders 
having 3.0440 members, 

The prefects are directed to allow the 
preaching orders fifteen days from the 
Gate of the service of the order to dis- 
perse. The teaching orders are allowed 
one to four months delay, according to 
the readiness of other schools to receive 
their pupils. In case the order faiis to 
disperse within the time stated, they are 
to be notified that they will be prosecut- 
ed by the police fn the local courts. Ac- 
tion in the case of orders conducting hos-

Weil Bros. Crop Letter. 


Opelika, Ala., April 1.—Since our letter 
of the 16th of March the spot situation 
kas undergone no material change. Spin- 
ners are still keeping out of the mdrket, 
and all purchases made are for immedi- 
ate requirements. This does not oniy ap- 
ply to the southern mills, but also to the 
eastern and European consumers, and ac- 
cordingly the demand from these sources 
has been very light. On the other nand 
holders of spot cotton are not pressing 
their stocks at present prices, as they 
fec] confident that the epinners will hate 
to come in for their requirements iater 
on, and will have to pay their prices, es- 
pecially so as the local mills do not seem 
to be well supplied, and they will have 
to buy considerable more cotton before 
the new crop is availabie. The movement 
has been very light.. Very little cotton 
has come in from the plantations, in fact 
there is very little tc come forward. The 
stocks are now mainly held at the con- 
centration points, and are mostly held 
by shippers who are holding the cotton 
for future commitments. The indifference 
shown by shippers to buy cotton leads 
us to believe that they hold ample cottdn 
to fill all sales for future shipments, and 
thus we have experienced an almost mid- 
summer market for the last two weeks. 

The weather for the past fortnight has 
not been propitious for planting pur- 
poses. We have had considerable rain, 
and only three or four days where any 
plowing could be done. We hear of some 
little cotton being planted, but the amount 
is insignificant. It will take a few days 
of good weather before any plowing can 
be done, and while the season is unusually 
late, the ground is in excellent condition. 
We have had no heavy, washing rains, 
nor ig the ground packed, and thus the

HOUSTON SUPERIOR COURT 


It Meets at Perry Next Monday. 
Some Murder Cases. 

Fort Valley, ~a., April 2.—(Special.)— 
Houston superior court convenes in Perry 
on next Monday. The civil docket con- 
tains avout as many cases as usual and 
will occupy the time of the court during 
the first week. The criminal docket will 
not be taken up until the following week. 
Three murder cases will most likely come 
up at this term of the court. 

The case of greatest interest to the peo- 
ple in this section of the county is that 
of Will Joiner, who'shot down and almost 
instantly killed Willard Wells, on one 
of the principal streets of this town, 
about three months ago. Joiner had his 
commitment trial in Justice J. W. Math- 
ews’ court about two weeks after the 
shooting took place. Justices Lisenby 
and Hose assisted Judge Mathews in the 
trial of the case. He was bound over on 
a charge of manslaughter. The evidence 
as to just how the shooting took place 
was very conflicting at the commitment 
trial. 

Within the past few days it has been 
rumored around that the difficulty took 
place very differently from the manner 
in which it was stated at the commit- 
ment trial. Several who heard all of the 
evidence at the commitment hearing 
thought that Joiner should elther have 
béen turned loose or bound over on a 
charge of murder, and they predicted 
that the grand jury, would either find a 
true bill against him for murder, or 
nothing. If the state fails to make out 
as strong a case against Joiner as it did 
at the commitment trial, it is probable 
he will not be convicted at all.

A striking object lesson tor persons of 
small méans who contemplate matrimony 
was developed yesterday afternoon 
through a suit for divorce brought. by 
Mrs. Annie L. Mann aguinst her husband, 
John W. Mann, of 29 Lucy street, an em- 
ployee of the Southern Furniture factory. 

Mrs. Mann charges that her husband 
deceived her into marrying him on the 
representation that he was a cabinet 
maker and receiving a good Salary, suffi- 
cient to support a wife, while, on the 
contrary, he was only a furniture polisher, 
earning a salary of $8 per week. This, 
she alleges, was wholly insufficient to 
Support herself and husband with any 
degree of comfort. 

According to the petition, the matrimon- 
ial experience was proved the opposite 
of pleasant and was very brief, Mr. and 
Mrs. Mann being married on December 
28, last year, and separating un March 
22. In addition to lack of support, the 
wife charges her husband with cruel 
treatment. 

Mrs. Mann states that. she comes of a 
g00d family and nad always lived comfourt- 
wbly with her parents. She states further 
than Mann represented himself to Le a 
cabinet maker; also, that he dressed well 
and bore himself during the courtsaip 
as a man of sufficient tnaeans to support 
a -wife, and that she, in good faith, 
really believed he was what he represeni- 
ed himself to be. 

The petition states that after’ tne mar- 
riage, Mann paid $7 per week as board 
for himself and wife, leaving unly $1 to 
cOver necessary expenses... Mrs. Mann 
that she naturally expected her 
husband to take her to places cf amuse- 
ment or entertainment and i.9 make her 
presents of some little articles of jewelry! 
or, at least, articles of wearing apparel, 
but that he failed to do either. She 
States that she told Mann that he had 
made the statement before the marriage 
that he had been given a fine reise in 
salary and asked him te meaning of such 
Statement, to which fe replied that he 
had previously been receiving $7 per week 
and that he had been raised to $38. 

The petition recites several instances 
of alleged cruel treatment, one being a 
Statement that every effort between the 
husband and wife to converse resulted in 
a quarrel. Mrs. Mann asks that she be 
awarded temporary and permanent ali- 
mony and counsel tees and that her maid- 
en name, Annie LeVert Stafford, be re- 
stored. Attorneys Goodwint.Anderson & 
Hallman filed the petition. Judge J. H. 
Lumpkin set the Alimony hearing for 
April 18.
